THE UNITED CHURCH HALL 

At the time of Church Union, what 
had been the Methodist’ Church was 
converted into a Church hall, to be 
used first for Church entertainments, 
social and recreational purposes. Af- 
ter that, as fer as possible the board 
of managers and Ladies Guild de- 
sired to give the public the benefit, 
that it might be used as a sort of 
community hall. Without any charge, 
several times, different organiza- 
tions were permitted o use it, also 
the equipment belonging to the Guild 
was loaned, It soon became evident 
that such a plan was working disas- 
trously. The Guild was paying for 
lighting and keeping up their equip- 
ment, the board of managers carried 
the expense of heating, janitor work 
and repairs, but there was no super- 
vision which ig very necessary to keep 
it in order and repair. 

{m years past, church property was 
not taxed unless a charge was made 
for renting. If that were done, then 
it would incur taxation, so for some 
time the use of it by other organiza- 
tions was not permitted. Now by a 
change in provincial legislation, a tax 
is levied, making considerable. addi- 
tional expense, and the insurance has 
always been a business rate.

ALBERTA FEED WHEAT BARRED 

On a recent date No, 1 Northern 
wheat for export was quoted at Van- 
couver at $1.91 1-2 per bushel. At 
the same time the price demanded for 
No. 1 Seratch wheat at Vancouver 
was $2.70 per hundred, or a 62 per 
bushel. ’ 

A foreign buyer could mh seoure 
high grade milling wheat at the Pacif- 
ic port 30 cents a bushel less than a 
British Columbia buyer would have 
to pay for low grade prairie wheat 
for feed. There is already a large 
market in the coast province for 
screenings and low grade grain, to be 
used as feed for chickens and stock, 
The market is bound to grow. — It of- 
fers one outlet for sunplue feed grain 
and screenings from Alberta, 

But not while scratch wheat. costs 
at Vancouver 30 cents a buslhel more 
than high grade wheat for export. 
In fact, British Colu::dia sbockmen

zentainly now for a time be more

3,” he said, ‘‘and the balance of mi- 
ration will in all likelihood ¢wing 
strongly in Canada’s favor and re- 
main so for at least two or three de- 
cades,’’ 

A very thorough study of the trend 
of migration has been made in recent 
years by the United States authorit- 
ies. The quota system is operating 


most decidedly to the advantage of j 


the United States. It is retarding 
the entrance of people who are at 
least adaptable to the American stan- 
dard of citizenship; at the same time 
the door is vintually wide open to 
qualified British immigrants. 

In this period of industrial revolu- 
tion, labor-saving machinery has so 
extensively diapleced unskilled labor, 
it is no longer necessary to recruit 
a large reserve of toilers from Cen- 
tral Europe. The need is for skilled 
craftsmen, artisans and other work- 
ers educated above the average. The 
United States immigration policy is 
operating in this desired direction. 
the quota has recently been changed 
to admit an. increased number of 
British immigrants with, as the Un- 
ited States consyl-general said in 
Montreal, will be of very great bene- 
fit to the country, 

The changing tide of migration 
from the United States to Canada is 
significant, It may have the appear- 
ance of the United States retaining 
the fittest while allowing the others 
to move out, but there may be a dif- 
ference between the fittest and the 
best.

Longest Suspension Bridge 
In World Opened. 


BOVE and below, the interna- 
A tem boundary between Can- 
ada and the United Staves is 
being spanned where the Detroit 
River separates Ontario and Mich- 
igan. 

Already the two-mile Ambassador 
Bridge is linking the people and 
interests of the two countries, Fol- 
lowing a dedicatory ceremony on 
Armistice Day, the span was thrown 
open for public use on November 
16. For three years, it will enjoy 
the distinction of being the longest 
suspension bridge in the world. By 
1933, however, its stretch of 1,850 
feet’ between the two sky-scraping 
towers will be forced to take sec- 
ond place because of the longer 
span of the Hudson River bridge 
linking uptown New York and Jer- 
sey. Until the building of the Am- 
bassador bridge, world distinction 
for the longest suspension span was 
enjoyed by the Philadelphia-Cam- 
den bridge over the Delaware 
River, its suspended length being 
1,750 feet. 

In the meantime, dredging and 
excavating are being rushed on the 
Windsor-Detroit tunnel. It is ex- 
pected that, before another year has 
passed, this international thorough- 
fare also can be in use, 

An example of the manner in 
which this work is being expedited 
is given by the record accomplished 
by Ford trucks in removing 40,000 
cubic yards of wet clay from the 
Windsor entrance in the short pe-

The present Mmnicipal Hospital ag- 
itation in this District is mainly the 
product of three causes: Pes 

1 The inadequacy of the present 
hospital facilities in Lacombe. 

2 Imereasing desire on the part of 
sick and injured to want. treatment 
in Hospital instead of remaining at 
home. 

8 The demand for treatment at 
lower rates than Private Hospitals 
can afford to offer. 

Little need be said to the citizens 
of this district in regard to the his- 
tory of the existing Institution. 

It has served a need in the com- 
munity for over twenty years and 
its record of service and growth is 
perhaps unique in the Hospital an- 
nals of the Pirovince. 

Since 1922 it has made no appeal 
to the public for assistance. In spite 
of a general lowering of ward rate 
the Board has modernized and en- 
larged the original building, built a 
modern cottage for the staff, added 
the most up-to-date equipment and 
accumulated a tidy sunplus. 

In 1923 the total number of Hospi- 
tal Days reponted to the Department 
was 1919 and the gross revenue over 
$8,000. In 1928 both Hospital Days 
and revenue were approximately 


bed institution. 

The demand for admittance has 
been greatly in excess of -the accom- 
modation and it is for this reason 
thait the Board has unanimously spon- 
sored the Municipal Hospital Project. 

The Municipal Hospital idea is not 
a new one in this Province and the 


system is long past the experimental | 


stage. There are now twenty of 
these in operation and several new 
districts in process of formation. 

When a Hospital area is establish- 
ed, money is raised by debenture for 
building, equipping and making a 
start, The land in the area is taxed 


ito pay interest on, to provide a sink- 


ing fund for the retirement of those 
debentures and to provide for a pos- 
sible deficit in operation. 

The usual custom among Boards hes 
been to levy a mill rate the equivalent 
of an average of three cents per 
acre on the farm land in the digbrict. 
|Taxes on town and village property 
is arrived at on a proportionate pop- 
lulation basis. 

It is interesting to’ note that 
Municipal Hospital Board has found 
any difficulty in financing on the 
above basis. Bach of these Hospitals 
in operation any length of time has 
Bur substantial cash surplus ranging 

from $91,000.00, as in the case of 
Bassano, to $5600.00, as in the case 
of Elk Point.
